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Iraq insists on

UNITED NATIONS, Oct 5, 
(Agencies): Iraq’s foreign 
minister said his latest peace 
talks with Iran "Vent well” 
but insisted the Shatt A1 Arab 
waterway and Gulf must be . 
navigable if talks are to 
progress. 

Tareq.Aziz told delegates to 
the 43rd General Assembly yes- 
terday that Iran “accepted the 
(Security Council's peace 
proposal) resolution only 
because of a crushing military 
defeat and in the context of a 
struggle for power inside Iran.” 

These conditions, be said, 
made Baghdad suspicious of 
Iran's motives and question 
whether it sincerely wanted a las- 
ting peace treaty with Iraq, or 
simply accept Security Cotmcd) 
Resolution 598 lo win a ceasefire 
in the face of impending defeat. 

“This suspicious position on 
the part of the Iranian delegation 
was followed by its insistence on 
provisions which impose a de 
facto arms embargo on Iraq at 
sea," said Aziz, referring to 
Iran's searches of neutral ships. 

Request 

Aziz's speech was moved up at 
his request from its scheduled 
time on Friday to last evening so 
he could depart for Baghdad 
early. Aziz did jwl explauxJmL 
early departure. ' 

He met with Secretary-Gen- 
eral Javier Perez de Cuellar just 
before speaking to the General 
Assembly, and afterward told 
reporters: “We had a very con- 
structive exchange of views 
about the course of the negotia-

lions, and he is going to see my 
Iranian counterpart We hope 
that his excellency will decide 
about the date of the resumption 
of talks in Geneva very soon.” 

When asked whether Perez de 
Cuellar had introduced new 
proposals, Aziz answered: “We 
. are discussing all possible ideas, 
you see, on how to make further 
progress, and the discussions 
went well with his excellency,” 
the secretary-general. 

Shifted 

On Saturday, Aziz met with 
Iranian Foreign Minister AJi 
-LAkbar .Velayau far direct peace 
talks, but the sessaortsoon shifted ' 
to indirect talks, with the 
secretary-general and his special 
mediator, Swedish UN Ambas- 
sador Jan K. Eliasson. 

On Friday and Monday, Aziz 
and Velayati met separately with 
the secretary-general, and their 


aides met on Monday to discuss 
the issues dividing their coun- 
tries. 

From the statements made by 
both delegations during the 
weekend and from Aziz’s speech 
yesterday, there was no indica- 
tion of progress on the major 
issues. 

Iraq insists the Shatt AI Arab 
waterway forming their son them 
border must be cleared of sunken 
ships and sflt accumulated dur- 
ing the eight-year war. 

'"Shatt Al Arab is Iraq's only 
outlet to the high seas,” said 
Aziz. He added mat was one of

Iran has insisted that it has the 
right as a nation at war to search 
ships for war material bound for 
its enemy, and says the peace 
talks should be limited to the 
issues in Resolution S98. with no 
extraneous concerns such as the

On Monday, Velayati blamed 
Iraq for trying to achieve

military objectives” by raising 
such “preconditions.” 

Pe re z de Cuellar has repor- 
tedly suggested a compromise, 
undo- which discussion of the 
Shatt Al Arab would be post- 
poned until later, and the two 
belligerents would proceed to 
discuss the exchange of prisoners 
of war and the withdrawal of 
armed forces to their border. 

Iran, meanwhile, would cease 
searching neutral ships in the 
Gulf.

25 to Sept 13 in Geneva before 
shifting to New York over the

Iraq is developing 
long-range missile 


BAGHDAD, Oct 5, (Reuter): 
Iraq is developing a duster mis- 
‘sile with a longer range than any 
other weapon of its type, a senior 
Iraqi military officer said today. 

The officer, who declined to be 
identified, was speaking to 
reporters at an exhibition in 
Baghdad where missiles, artillery 
and drones are on display to 
demonstrate Iraq’s military 
might and attract foreign buyers. 

Iraq says all the weapons are of 
its own manufacture, including 
the 262-MM Ababil duster mis- 
sile used in the final stages of the 
eight-year war against Iran. 

"Ababil is a sunaoe-to-surface 
missile with a range of50km(35 
miles) which explodes some 150 
metres (500 feet) above the target 
and unleashes about 200 small 
bomblels,” the officer said. 

He said the missile was being 
refined to achieve a range of 100 
km (70 miles) which he said 
would give it the longest reach of 
any such projectile. 

He did not say wheredsein the 
world cluster missiles were in use, 
but the principle of a large 
projectile scattering smaller 
explosives has already been 
applied to bombs dropped from 
aircraft. 


The officer said four other 
of surface-to-surface mis- 
i with ranges of up to 200 km 
(140 miles) were under develop- 
ment along noth an air- to- sur- 
face missile. 

The official Iraqi News 
Agency (INA) incorrectly repor- 
ted on Monday that Ababil was 
an air-to-surface missile. 

Also on display at the exhibi- 
tion was the Al Hussein missile 
which Iraq used to bombard 
Iranian population centres in the 
war of the dries in March and 
April this year. 

It said it fired 189 of the mis- 
siles at Iran, most of them aimed 
' at Tehran. 

Western military experts have 
said the Hussein, with a range of 
650 km (400 miles), is a modified 
version of the Soviet-made 
ScudB. 

Assertions 

But a lieutenant-colonel at the 
exhibition repeated Iraqi asser- 
tions that the missile and its laun- 
cher were made in Iraq and he 
said the weapon was on display 
as proof. 

He said the Hussein and the 
longer-range Al Abbas missile 
were accurate to within 200 
metres. 


Bahrain to accept 
treaties on N-arms 


UNITED NATIONS, Oct 5, 
(Reuter): Bahrain announced 
today it had decided to become a 
party to treaties aimed at curbing 
the spread of nuclear weapons, 
the use of chemical warfare and 
the production ofbacteriological 
weapons. 

In an address to the General 
Assembly, Bahrain's Foreign 
Minister Sheikh Mohammed Bin 
Mubarak Al Khalifa said dis- 
armament and arms control 
occupied a prominent position 
on the list of the international 
community's concerns. 

He continued: “1 take pleasure 
in announcing from this podium, 
today, that the government of 
Bahrain has decided to accede to 
the treaty on the non-prolifera- 


tion of nuclear weapons of 1968, 
the 1925prolocolfortheprohil»- 
tion of the use in war of asphy- 

and'of Eacierio logical mettods 
of warfare as well as the conven- 
tion on the prohibition of the 
development, production and' 
stockpiling of bacteriological 
(biological) and toxin weapons 
and their destruction, ofl971” 

Ceremony 

Saudi Arabia on Monday 
acceded to the nuclear Non- 
Proliferation Treaty at a 
ceremony at the United Nations. 

Mohammed told the assem- 
bly: "Peace is the strategic front- 
line of Bahrain's foreign policy.

Iranian leaders 
divided over 
reconstruction 

NICOSIA, Oct 5, (AP): Foreign 
leaders and industrialists have 
been packing Tehran in recent 
weeks chasing lucrative con- 
tracts to build factories, power 
stations and oil refineries in 
Iran’s post-war reconstruction. 

But Iranian leaders are divided 
over how much they should 
allow foreign companies, many 
of them booted out after the 1979 
Islamic revolution, back into the 
country to help with reconstruc- 
tion. 

Ayatollah Khomeini declared 
4m Oct 3 that reconstruction will 
be carried out without “criminal 
Soviets and world-devouring 
America and their agents.” 

But other leaders, including 
the powerful Parliament Speaker 
Hasbemi RafsaxnanL have riven 


strong signals that foreign help, 
particularly technology, is 
needed to rebuild.

Parade marks crossing of Suez 


Egypt shows off 
military might 


CAIRO, Oct 5, (Reuter): Egypt 
showed off jts; military might 
today in a parade marking a day 
of glory and sorrow. 

The parade, celebrating the 
Egyptian Army’s crossing of the 
Suez Canal in its 1973 war with 
Israel, was the first to mark suc- 
cesses in the fighting since 
President Anwar Sadat was 
killed by dissident troops as; he 
took the salute on Oct 6, 1981. 

The government advanoed the 
celebration by a day without 
explanation. 

In the parade, veteran Soviet- 
made tanks rumbled past the 
podium for inspection by 
President Hosni Mubarak ahead 
of modern, mostly Western 
’armour, artillery, missiles and air 
defence systems. 

Assault 

Flanked by cabinet ministers 
and Army chiefs, Mubarak wat- 
ched T-34 tanks, M-59 
amphibious assault vehicles, 
armoured troop carriers and 
rocket launchers which took part 
in the 1973 drive into the Israeli- 
held Sinai. 

In a televised speech, he said 
Egypt's troops who crossed the 
canal in 1973 “...achieved victory 
in one of the most outstanding 
and daring crossing operations 
in militery history.'’ 

In previous years, Mubarak 
laid wreaths at the tombs of 
Sadat and Egypt’s unknown sol- 
dier and made a televised speech 


to.mark one of the proudest 
and saddest — days in' the 
national calendar. 

But with the reintroduction of 
the parade, Mubarak, flanked by 
his unofficial deputy. Defence 
-Minister Field Marshal Abdel 
Halim Abu Ghazaia, laid 
wreaths at the tombs before driv- 
to the secluded National 
litary Academy in suburban 
Heliopolis. 

Marched 

During the televised parade, 
helicopters flew past in forma- 
tion, paratroops and comman- 
dos demonstrated unarmed 
combat and officer cadets mar- 
ched past 

At nearby Ahnaza Air -Base, 
the Army laid out more 1973 
weapons and also showed off 
Egypt's modern arsenal, mostly 
bought from the United States 
and Western Europe after Sadat 
cut military ties with Moscow in 
the early 1970s.

Don’t hesitate to take bold 
step, uprising leaders tell PLO 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
Oct 5 l. (Reuter): Palestinians in 
the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip are urging the PLO 
not to hesitate in launching a 
bold political initiative to help 
their uprising against Israeli rule. 

As PLO leaders meet in Tunis 
this week to set a time and place 
for their parliament-in-exile to 
debate proclaiming a state and 
forming a provisional govern- 
ment, the message from the 
occupied territories is dear: “We 
are telling them very dearly but 
privately, “don’t wait, don’t 
delay until after the elections in . 
Israel and the United States. The 
time for an initiative is now,” 
said a source dose to the under- 
ground leadership of the upris- 
ing. 

Doctor* 

Several, sources said similar 
messages had been sent to Tunis 
from 2,500 Palestinian political 
prisoners in Israel's Ketziot dcs- 
peri prison camp and from clan- 
destine leaders in the occupation 
zone. 


They urged the PLO to declare 
an independent state and find a 
formula recognising Israel’s exis- 
tence that would enable the 
Palestinians to negotiate with the 
United States and Israel on a 
two-slate partition of historic, 
Palestine. 

. The prisoners' ideas were 
smuggled out on cigarette pack- 
ets and scraps of paper by 
released detainees, the sources . 
said. 

Some PLO officials have said 
the Palestine National Council 
(PNC) will convene in Algiers on 
Oct 14, but others said the 
movement's executive commit- 
tee might delay the key session 
until after Israeli and American 
elections in early November. 

Advocates of a delay say the 
PLO needs to know who will, 
hold power in Washington and 
Israel before launching an 
initiative. They also say Western 
reaction to the proposed establi- 
shment of a Palestinian prov- 
isional government has been dis- 
couraging. 


The PLO-backed unified 
national leadership of the upris- 
ing, which has steered the 10- 
month-old revolt, stopped the 
drafting of petitions to PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat to 
prevent factional divisions, a 
source said. 

Formation 

The PLO favours announcing 
an independent state while post- 
poning the formation of a prov- 
isional govemment-in-exile, 
Palestinian leader Abu lyad said 
in an interview published in 
Tunis today. 

Abu lyad, nom de guerre for 
Salah Khalaf, told the Tunisian 
weekly newspaper Al Batal: “We 
are not in a hurry on the govern- 
ment ... the general trend now is 
to announce independence and 
delay the question of the govern- 
ment until later.” 

PNC speaker Abdul Hamid Al 
Sayeh said In Amman yesterday 
the PLO executive committee 
would meet in Tunis within two 
days to set a time and place for 
the PNC meeting. 


Bid to reconvene Assembly blocked 

Court removes 
last obstacle to 
Pakistani polls 


ISLAMABAD, Oct 5, (AP): The 
Supreme Court of Pakistan 
today blocked a move to recon- 
vene the National Assembly, dis- 
solved last May by late President 
Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq, re- 
moving the last obstacle to plan- 
ned democratic elections. 

The unanim ous ruling upheld 
a decision last week by a federal 
high court which found that Zia's 
heavy-handed move was uncon- 
stitutional. But it also found 
there were no grounds to put the 
old Muslim League government 
of Prime Minister Mohammed 
Khan Junejo back in power. 

“We uphold the view expres- 
sed by the Lahore High Court 
that the grounds contained in the 
President's order ... has no nexus 
with the pre-conditions pres- 
cribed by the constitution emp- 
owering him to dissolve the 
National Assembly at his discre- 
tion.” the court said in a 
statement 

Adherence 

It said that although its find- 
ings would imply the old govern- 
ment stands revived, “we are not 
unmindful of the fact that the 
whole nation is geared up for 
elections and we do not propose 
to do anything which makes con- 
fusion... which would be the 
result if the vital process of elec- 
tion is interrupted at this junc- 
ture.'’ 

Mohammed Khan Naqsh- , 
'bandi, a spokesman for the 
Muslim League, said Junejo and 
other party leaders would abide 


by the decision and drop their 
demands to reinstate the old 
cabinet and reconvene the leg- 
islature. 

"Our position has been vin- 
dicated that Zia’s decision to dis- 
solve the National Assembly was 
unconstitutional, illegal and un- 
called for,** he said. 

It was the second time this 
week that Pakistan's highest 
court ruled against the late 
military strongman. 

On Sunday, it ruled in favour 
of a petition by opposition leader 
Benazir Bhutto challenging Zia's 
July decree that national elec- 
tions. scheduled for Nov 16, be 
on a non-party basis. 

The court said the constitution 
guaranteed that candidates 
could run on party tickets, rather 
than as individuals under Zia's 
plan. 

Analysts say Benazir's gras- 
sroots Pakistan People's Party is 
expected to win at least a simple 
majority if elections are free and 
fair. 

The justices* rulings of Sunday 
and today removed the last obs- 
tacles to the first democratic elec- 
tions in Pakistan in 1 5 years. 

The Federal Election Com- 
mission has announced that the 
vote for National Assembly is 
scheduled for Nov 16 and for 
provincial assemblies three days 
later. 

Of Pakistan’s population of 
107 million, the commission 
estimated about 46 million peo- 
ple are over age 21 and eligible to 
vote. 


Singh, 
developed 
coronary 
problems in 
captivity 

WIESBADEN, West Germany, 
Oct S, (Reuter): An Indian 
professor developed symptoms 
of coronary disease and lost up to 
40pound5 (1 8 kg) in weight while 
being held for 20 months by 
Lebanese captors, US officials 
said today. 

But Mithileshwar Singh, a US 
resident freed in Beirut on Mon- 
day and flown to West Germany 
for treatment m a US military 
hospital, was pot physically 
abused during his confinement, 
presiding doctor Colonel Robert 
Gilmore said. 

“Overall, Mr Singh is in good 
spirits and, though very fatigued, 
has travelled well,’’ Gilmore told 
a news conference at the US Air 
Force hospital in Wiesbaden. 

Singh, 60, bad lost “significant 
muscle mass,” Gilmore said. But 
the kidnappers had allowed doc- 
tors to treat him twice a week for 
his high blood pressure and 
diabetes, keeping both ailments 
under controL 

Geared 

The professor's captors even 
provided food geared to Singh's 
vegetarian diet, he added. 

Singh was kidnapped on Jan- 
uary 24, 1987 along with three 
American colleagues — Alann 
Steen, 49, Robert Polhill, 53, and 
Jesse Turner, 40 — at Beirut 
University College by a group 
calling itself the Islamic Jihad for 
the Liberation of Palestine. 

He arrived in West Germany 
early this morning aboard a US 
military transport plane from 
Damascus ana was taken to the 
Wiesbaden hospital nearby. 

He looked tired on his arrival 
in Wiesbaden and at one point 
stumbled and bad to lake the arm 
of a soldier. 

But Gilmore said Singh had 
been gradually recovering his 
spirits. “He has been talking vir- 
tually non-stop since he 
arrived.” 

State Department officials 
who planned to begin debriefing 
Singh today told reporters there 
were no signs of further hostage 
releases in Lebanon soon. 

“You want to be encouraged 
that more will be coming out 
soon, but we don't have any 
indication of that happening.” 
one official said. “Our opinion is 
that the kidnappers are under the 
influence of Iran but not under

Saudi Arabia 
wants normal 
ties with Iran 

RIYADH, Oct 5. (Reuter): 
Saudi Arabia, which last week 
beheaded four pro-Iranian 
saboteurs, wants normal rela- 
tions with Tehran, Foreign Mini- 
ster Prince Saud Al Faisal was 
quoted today as saying. 

“Saudi Arabia does not seek to 
entrench enmity to Iran but 
wants to maintain normal ties,” 
the Prince told the Saudi Press 
Agency SPA in New York, where 
he is attending the United 
Nations General Assembly. 

Saudi Arabia on Friday 
beheaded four nationals aocused 
of sabotaging oil installations on 
behalf of Iran. Iran immediately 
denied the accusation. 

The Prince said an 
improvement in ties was linked 
to a shift in Iran’s dealings with 
its neighbours. 

“The kingdom ... has all the 
appreciation and love for the 
brotherly Muslim Iranian peo- 
ple,” he Lold SPA. 

Riots in Algiers 

TUNIS, Oct 5, (Reuter): Riots 
broke out in Algiers today with 
demonstrators building 
barricades, setting G re to govern- 
ment cars and hijacking buses 
whose drivers ignored a rail for a 
general strike, according to an 
eyewitness reached by telephone.

in Soviet 


train crash 


MOSCOW. Oct 5, (Reuter): The 
latest in a series of Soviet railway 
disasters has killed four people 
and left hundreds injured and 
homeless when a train loaded 
with explosives crashed in a sta- 
tion and blew up. 


The huge blast yesterday at 
Sverdlovsk, a city just east of the 


Ural mountains, destroyed 20 
buildings, ripped a crater in the 
ground 60 metres (yards) wide 
and sent clouds of choking black 
smoke across the city of 1.1 
million, Soviet media said. 

Human error was blamed for 
the accident, which brought the 
dealhtol! in Soviet railway disa- 
ster to 123 since summer. 
Twenty-eight people died in a 
train wreck in August and 91 
were killed in a June accident that 
also involved explosives. 

In yesterday's accident, the 
walls of residential buildings 
collapsed and windows were 
shattered by the blast as terrified 
people ran into the streets, the 
government newspaper Izveslia 
said. 

Moscow Radio quoted a. 
resident as saying a school and 
factory caught fire. 

“People rushed from their 
homes and did not recognise the 
streets: trees were down, electric 
poles were down, heaps of bricks 
blocked the road," Izvestia said. 

Two hundred and seventy peo- 
ple were injured, with 87 of them 
m hospital, and 870 were left 
homeless when 12 residential 
buildings were destroyed, Soviet 
media said. 

Izvestia said an error in the 
station switching yard caused the 
explosives train to crash into a 
doal train on another track. 

The dispatcher said to have 
given the order to release the 
brakes on the explosives train 
was in hospital with injuries. 


Quayle, Bentsen prepare 
for television debate 


OMAHA, Nebraska, Oct 5. 
(Reuter): Republican vice- 
presidential candidate Dan 
Quayle was set today for a 90- 
minute television debate with his 
Democratic rival Lloyd Bentsen, 
hoping to silence doubts about, 
his qualifications for the post. . 

As the two senators arrived m 
Omaha last night, fresh polls 
indicated that Quayle's ability to 
portray himself as a credible can- 
didate could be a central election 


issue. 

Bentsen, who shares a ticket 
with Democratic presidential 
nominee Michael Dukakis,, 
asked a partisan crowd of sup- 
porters who greeted him at an 
airport hangar “Are you going 
to stand behind me as we open 
the Quayle season early?" 

Debate 

Bentsen and Dukakis have 
seized every opportunity to 
ridicule Quayle's abilities since 
he was named as running-mate 
by Republican presidential can- 


didate George Bush for the Nov 
Selection. 

But their aides fear that expec- 
tations about Quayle's perfor- 
‘ m&tice'm the nationally-televised 
debate are so low that he could 
appear to win it if he manages to 
..avoid major slip-ups. 

Quayle, an Indiana senator, 
fold, ^campaign workers in 
Washington before leaving for 
Omaha that the debate was “a 
great opportunity for me to be 
able to communicate directly 
with the American people." 

However, a.New York Times/ 
CBS poll released yesterday 
indicated he was a liability for the 
Republicans. It gave the 
Republican ticket a two per cent 
lead with 48 percent — a drop of 
eight points in about lOdays. 

It also found Americans split 
evenly at 40 per cent on whether 
Quayle was qualified to serve as 
vice-president, while 71 per cent 
believed Bentsen would be com- 
petent at the job.

Move to protect unborn children from AIDS virus 


Researchers hope to use drug AZT in pregnant Women 


WASHINGTON. Oct 5, (AP): 
Pregnant women infected with 
the AIDS virus would be treated 
with the drug AZT in an attempt 
to protect their unborn children 
if an experiment being planned 
by researchers is approved. 

“The reason we think (preven- 
tion of infection of the fetus) 


might , be possible is that AZT 
prevents the replication of the 


virus," said Dr Daniel Hoth, 
director of the AIDS programme 
at the National Institute of 
Allergy and Infectious Diseases. 

“It's theoretically possible 
that the AZT , if it reaches the 
fetus, might prevent it from 


establishing an infection," he 
said, referring to the drug for- 
mally known as azido thymidine. 

Proposal 

Hoth said in a telephone 
interview last night that the 
studies are still at least several 
month away, as a formal 
proposal has not yet been com- 
pleted, and the proposal would 
have to pass numerous hurdles in 
the form of review boards con- 
cerned with the safety of such 
tests. 

Patricia Randall, the ins- 
titute's spokeswoman, went even 
further, saying the likelihood of 
an early start to such a study is 


'‘still pretty tenuous." 

“There’s a lot of steps between 
now and the beginning of a study 
with pregnant women." she said. 

Among the still-unanswered 
questions are exactly how the 
child gets infected with the virus, 
Hoth said. 

Infection 


“The virus might be transmit- 
ted in utero. that is, across the 
placenta." Hoth said. “The 
secqnd possibility is it might be 
transmitted at Lhe time of child- 
birth through some blood-borne 
transmission. The third pos- 
sibility is that- the child becomes 
infected through dose associa- 


tion with the mother after birth, 
such as through breast-feeding 
although that remains totally 
speculative, totally unproven." 

Studies using mice have shown 
that AZT — the only drug 
approved by the Food and Drug 
Administration for AIDS 
patients — prevents the trans- 
mission of viral infection from an 
infected mother to the offspring 
he said, adding that he believed 
there were no birth defects in 
those studies. However, he noted 
that those tests did not involve 
the Human Immunodeficiency 
Virus, or HIV, that causes AIDS, 
but a closely related retrovirus.

Roh to address UN 
General Assembly 


SEOUL, Oct 5, (Reuter): South 
Korean President Roh Tae-Woo 
will address the United Nations 
General Assembly thismonth on 
Seoul's efforts to ease tension on 
the divided Korean peninsula, 
his spokesman said today. 

It will be the first time a South 
Korean head of state has visited 
the world body. 

Roh. who on Tuesday offered 
to go to Pyongyang for reunifica- 
tion talks with North Korean 
leader Kim Il-Sung, is due to 
leave Seoul for New York on Oct 
1 7. He will deliver the speech the 
next day. 

The two Koreas are not mem- 
bers of the United Nations but 
have permanent observer status. 
A so far unnamed North Korean 
official is also expected to 
address the General Assembly. 

* Roh, who was due to stay in 
the United States until Oct 21, 
was considering meeting 
President Reagan, the spokes- 
man said. 


Seoul newspapers have 
speculated about such a trip for 
several weeks, although some 
sources said Roh's advisers were 
concerned the journey would 
further annoy North Korean 
leader Kim. 

New formula 

In a policy statement to 
parliament on Tuesday, Roh 
said he would soon propose a 
new Korean reunification for- 
mula incorporating several nor- 
thern suggestions. He did not 
elaborate. 

He said a South-North sum- 
mit should discuss “all pending 
issues raised by both sides, 
including a joint declaration of 
non-aggression and the reuni- 
fication of our homeland.” 

Leaders of the two Koreas 
have not met since the Korean 
peninsula was divided at the end 
of World War Two. The rival 
states fought a civil war from 
1950 to 1953.

MOSCOW, Oct S.‘ (Agencies): 
Eleven people were killed and 26 
wounded in a rocket attack by 
Muslim guerrillas on central 
Kabul today, the official Soviet 
news agency Tass reported. 

Some 23 rockets, fired from 
areas north-west of the capital, 
exploded in streets and squares 
as people were on their way to 
work during the morning rush 
hour, it said, quoting' prelimin- 
ary reports. 

Kabul Radio reported on 
Monday that rebel rockets killed 
14 people and wounded 30 in two 
Afghan towns on Sunday. 

The towns hit were Kandahar 
in the south and Farah in the 
west. 

Complaints 

Kabul Radio also reported 22 
people were killed in two 
separate weekend rocket attacks 
on the eastern Afghan city of 
Jalalabad by rebels fighting the 
country's Soviet-backed govern- 
ment. 

Meanwhile, the Communist 
Party newspaper Pravda 
reiterated Sovieil complaints 
that Pakistan is to blame for . 
violations of the UN accord 
providing for the withdrawal of 
Soviet troops from Afghanistan. 

“All indications are that in 


Islamabad, they have a very 
flawed idea of international law, 
slale-to-statc relations and 
treaty-based commitments." the 
newspaper said. 

The Soviet Union said last 
week it had halted the withdr- 
awal ofits troops from Afghanis- 
tan, citing violations of the Gen- 
eva accord. 

Pravda said the Afghan gover- 
nment has registered more than 
1.500 violations of the accord 
with UN monitors. 

Under the accord, signed April 
14, the Soviet Union agreed to 
withdraw its 100.000 soldiers 
from Afghanistan in exchange 
for pledge of non-interference by 
Pakistan. Afghan rebels were not 
party to the agreement. 

Half of the Soviet force in 
Afghanistan was withdrawn bet- 
ween May 1 5 and Aug 1 5 and the 
Soviet Union has until Feb 15, 
1989, to complete the withdr- 
awal. 

But the Soviet Union charges 
Pakistan has not moved to shut 
down rebel camps cm its territory 
and still serves as a conduit for 
US-supplied arras. 

Soviet troops entered Afghan- 
istan in December 1 979. replaced 
one pro-Soviet government with 
another and remained to fight 
the anli-marxist insurgents.

Union before the end of the year, 
the highest level visit since rela- 
tions soured over apolitical rift 
in the 1960s. Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Eduard Shevardnadze will 
visit China afterward. 

The meeting at the ministerial 
level could signal that China’s 
leader Deng Xiaoping may be 
prepared to meet President Mik- 
hail Gorbachev. 

Gorbachev has twice this year 
proposed a Chinese-Soviet sum- 
mit meeting, the latest proposal 
made in a Siberian visit in Sep- 
tember. “We are prepared for 
starting without delay prepara- 
tions for a Soviet-Chinese sum- 
mit meeting," he said in the city 
of Krasnoyarsk. 

On Monday, Tass said in a 
political commentary, “now that 
the forthcoming exchange of 
visits by the two countries' 
foreign ministers has been 
announced, it seems possible 
that such preparations have heen 
already started.” 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Oci 5, (Reuter): Israel's political 
parties have launched a month- 
long television election cam- 
paign, with the first appeals to 
voters largely ignoring a Pales- 
tinian uprising in the occupied 
territories. 

The broadcasts on state-run 
Israel Television, which began 
last night, will play a central role 
in the runup to elections on Nov 
I. Under an Israeli law condem- 
ned by free speech advocates, 
television news may not cover the 
campaign. 

In the opening campaign. 
Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir's rightist Likud bloc and 
Foreign Minister Shimon Peres's 
Labour Party focussed on infla- 
tion and the withdrawal of the 
bulk of Israel's troops from 
Lebanon. 


Only the extreme opposition 
parties on Lherighl and left — the 
Tehiya Party and the Arab- 
backed communists — devoted 
their campaign broadcasts to the 
10-month-old uprising, in which 
at least 288 Palestinians and six 
Israelis have died. 

Labour and Likud are part- 
ners in a government coalition, 
formed after inconclusive elec- 
tions in 1984. Public opinion 
polls have forecast another 
Labour-Likud tie. 

Interest 

Some commentators have said 
they hope the television cam- 
paign will awaken interest in an 
election that many, expecting a 
re-run of 1984, dismiss as 
unnecessary. 

In their broadcasts, both 
major parties claimed credit for 


bringing annual inflation down 
from 500 to 16 per cent. Labour 
boasted that it single-handedly 
withdrew Israeli troops from 
Lebanon in 1985. 

Uncommitted viewers greeted 
such messages with scepticism. 
Labour's broadcast asked: 
“Who took you out of the 
Lebanon quagmire?” One 
Israeli, watching television in a 
Tel Aviv department store, 
shouted to his friend: “Chaim, 
where was your last reserve 
duty?" 

Chaim, having served in an 
Israeli-patrolled border security 
zone in Lebanon, shouted back 
the obvious answer. 

Pollsters had predicted that 
voters would be influenced 
mainly by party policies on the 
uprising, both military and 
political. 


Human rights 
abuses 
continue in 
Asia: Amnesty 

LONDON, Oct 5, (AP): Political 
killings, torture and detention 
without trial remained wide- 
spread in Asia as civil and ethnic 
conflicts wracked large parts of 
(he continent Amnesty Inter- 
national said. 

In its annual global survey, the 
international human rights 
organisation cited 24coun tries in 
Asia for alleged violations last 
year. 

It said Soviet and Afghan 
troops, often in reprisal attacks, 
killed dozens of unarmed 
civilians in Afghanistan. Unlaw- 
ful killings by government forces 
also were reported in the Philip- 
pines. Indonesia, Sri Lanka and 
India, it said. 

In the Philippines, security 
forces, paramilitary units under 
their command or government- 
backed vigilante groups killed 
more than (00 left-wing political 
activists and members of left- 
wing labour unions and peasant 
organisations, the report said. 
India 

In India, several thousand 
political detainees were held 
without charge or trial under 
anti-terrorist laws, and a govern- 
ment inquiry into the massacre of 
scores of unarmed Muslims 
produced no results. 

In Sri Lanka, reports contin- 
ued of arbitrary killings of Tamil 
civilians, often in reprisal for 
attacks by armed Tamil groups 
fighting for a separate state. 
Amnesty International said. 

Between 1983 and 1987. more 
than 680 Tamils had disap- 
peared, most of whom were 
feared shot or tortured to death 
by security forces, thegroupsaid. 

’ The report said governments 
employed a variety of methods to 
deflect criticism. 

Singapore and Malaysia 
imposed press laws allowing the 
government absolute discretion 
to restrict any publication 
deemed to have engaged in 
“domestic politics" or to have 
“alarmed public opinion," it 
said. 

In South Korea, it is unlawful 
to give information to foreigners 
deemed to “insult or slander the 
slate," it said. 

A majority of countries 
carried out court-imposed 
executions, the report said.

Mobile phone 
customers gripe 
about charges 


THE Mobile Telephone Co. will 
lower its subscription fees from 
KD200 to KD 150 per year as of 
January. 

In addition to these fees, a sub- 
scriber will have to pay 50 fils per 
minute over and above the 150 
minutes freetime offered by the 
company. 

The new decision has raised 
many questions among subs- 
cribers who considered the 
change unfair. Some said they 
expected better service after the 
mobile telephone service was 
privatised. The transfer of 
mobile telephone service to 
private ownership turned out to 
be a bad thing for customers, 
.subscribers added. 

A local daily asked subscribers 
about their opinions on new fees 
to be implemented at the begin- 
ning of the year. 

Subscribers said they do not 
deny the heavy use of mobile 
phones. However, they should 
have the freedom to use the 


phones as much as they like, they 
said- 

All subscribers should not be 
penalised for the misuse of the 
facility by a few, they said. 

They pointed out that many 
subscribers such as politicians, 
businessmen and those with 
social or economic postions use 
the service a lot. The decision by 
the company will involve sub- 
stantial financial losses to tills 
group of subscribers. 


The subscribers also said they 
see no reason for the company to 
set particular times for phone 
calls. The company should 
provide better and more net- 
works, they said. 

Bader Al Saleh, a subscriber, 
said he prefers having more than 


one mobile telephone company 
in Kuwait.

Overseas calling rates announced

KUWAIT’S Communication Ministry has 
announced off-peak overseas phone charges, 
which will go into effect from Nov 1 . 

The announcement was made after Minister 
of Communications, Abdullah Abdul Mohsen 
Al Sharhan on Monday approved a decision to 
bring down charges during off-peak hours, 
from 7 pm to 7 am, and during holidays. 

Contrary to earlier reports the rates have not 
been halved except for calls to the US. The 
charges for United States calls, which are KD 
1.100 per minute have-been halved to 550 Ills 
during peak and 450 fils during off-peak hours. 

For other countries the maximum decrease is 
150 fils and the minimum, 50 fils on current 


rates, which will be applicable during peak 
hours. Reductions arc between 8 per cent and 
30 per cent 

Overseas calls to such sectors as UK, India. 
Pakistan, Bangladesh and Thailand, among 
others, will cost 50 fils less per minute during 
off-peak hours. The charges for Singapore, 
China, Sri Lanka, South Korea, among others, 
will be 100 fils lower per minute at night. 

GCC states 

Telephone charges for GCC countries will 
fall by 90 fils per minute during off-peak hours; 
calls to such countries as Burma, Morocco and 
Zimbabwe, to name a few will be reduced by 
150 fils per minute. 

Officials had said earlier that overseas call 
charges would be reduced from Oct 1, but 
implementation was delayed due to further 
studies by the ministry. 

Overseas call charges in Kuwait are said to be 
among the highest in the world. 

Given below is the breakdown, countrywise, 
of overseas calls during the day (current rates to 
be applied) and off-peak charges (7 pm - 7 am 
and on holidays):

ABU DHABI, Oct 5, (AP): An 
Irish nurse will be charged with 
kidnapping her 5-year-old 
daughter from the girl's Arab 
father. The mother will join two 
Irishmen scheduled to go on trial 
this month on a similar charge. 
Prosecutor Mohammed Al Iraqi 
said today. 

Iraqi, public prosecutor in the 
United Arab Emirates port of 
Khor Fakkan where the trial will 
take place, identified the mother 
as Ann McManus, 28, who 
works as a nurse in Dublin. 

He said the charges will be filed 

through the Irish Embassy in 
Saudi Arabia because there is no 
Irish Embassy in the UAE 
capital of Abu Dhabi, 120 miles 
(192 kilometres) southwest of 
Khor Fakkan. 

Iraqi alleged that McManus, 
who is divorced from Jordanian 
surgeon Samir Naseer. provided 
Dennis Deney, 28 and Gerald 
Flynn, 25, with information and 
assistance to kidnap her daugh- 
ter, Nadine. 


McManob had been awarded 
custody of the child by an Irish 
court after the divorce. But when 
the girl joined her father for a 
holiday, Naseer filed suit in Jor- 
dan and won custody. 

The two Irishmen are 
scheduled to go on trial on Oct 3 1 
in Khor Fakkan's criminal 
court 

Deney and Flynn, both from 
Dublin, were arrested by police 
in the Emirate of Sharjah on Sept 
4, a half-hour after they allegedly 
kidnapped Nadine. 

The two men and the girl were 
on their way to the airport in 
Sharjah, one of the seven 
emirates that make up the federa- 
tion, to catch a plane for Amster- 
dam en route to Ireland, officials 
said. 

Khor Fakkan police sources, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said the kidnapping 
was planned two months before 
when the two men were given a 
detailed layout of Naseer's home 
by the girl’s mother.

Nevertheless, I do think we 
could have been spared the mis- 
ery of piped John Denver, even 
if we were the only ones there. 
Despite being marooned with 
our fishy friends, we received 
polite, attentive service 
throughout the meal, though 
the waiter occasionally had dif- 
ficulty navigating his way 
around our table, not helped by 
yards of wire flex trailing across 
the floor connecting our shell 
table-lamp to the electricity 
supply. The range of dishes on 
offer is quite comprehensive, 
being a reasonably well-balan- 
ced combination of fish and 
'Shellfish. with a fewneat items. 

I started with. the Array of 
Smoked Fish andCartar, which 
consisted of smoked salmon, 
mackerel, rollmop; eel and a 
mere smidgeon of caviar. The 
food was tasty and weQ-presen- ‘ 
ted, but otherwise unremarka- 
ble. 

The Salmon Sleak with Pink 
Pepper which followed app- 
eared more promising, but they 
had unfortunately been a bit 
overenthusiastic with the char-

coal grilling, with the result that 
there was a burnt tang which 
tended to spoil the subtle 
flavour of the salmon. I tried a 
little of the Dutch VcaiPaiUard. 
my guest's choice, and. would 
suggest that this meat dish' was 
altogether more successful.'

seafood restaurant. I chose 
Oriental rice as an accompan- 
iment to my main course, but 
failed to discover exactly what 
was 'Oriental* about it, except 
perhaps that it was of the bas- 
mali variety.

It might have been some- 
thing to do with chemistry, but 
our waiter seemed to take a 
certain dislike to us and gave a 
curt response to one of my 
enquiries as well as handling 
my guest’s cutlery change in 
what seemed to us to be a 
deliberately heavy-handed 
manner. On the other hand, the 
maitre d’hotel was almost loo 
accommodating, which led us 
to think thaLhe perhaps suspec- 
ted that something 'fishy’ was 
going on! 

I suppose it was my fault for 
not being more adventurous in 
my choice of appetiser, but the 
Shrimp Cocktail Amora was, as 

ever, pretty uninspiring. I 
would have thought someone 
could have come up with a dif- 
ferent way of presenting it by 
now, and I guess I was looking 
to a place like AJ Dana to do 
just that. 

Fantasy 

My choice of main meal was 
influenced by a desire to relieve 
the romance of a visit to Spain, 
but my fantasy was promptly 
shattered by the Paella JEspan- 
ole . 1 did think the inclusion of 
meal was a bit odd, but I was 
prepared to give it a whirl. 
What we got (it is prepared for 
two), was a most disappointing 
concoction of stringy, grisly 
meat, dry mussels and prawns 
in stodgy rice. It may well have 
been based on a Spanish 
regional variation, but to my 
mind they overdid the tomato 
and there was not a speck of 
saffron to be seen. I do not 
know what they would have 
included if I had opted for a 
meatless version, but certainly 
the seafood was difficult to 
hook. 

We finished up with Straw- 
berry Cream Cake, which was 
perfectly executed in Itself, but 
sat a little heavily on the paella. 

All in all. it proved to be a 
very mixed experience, but not 
one that would deter me from 
going again.

Lebanese kidnappers free a hostage 


Syria sends strong 
signal to US 


By Peter Smerdon 


BEIRUT. (Reuter): In supervis- 
ing the latest hostage release in 
Beirut. Syria has sent a strong 
signal to the United Slates to 
heed its influence in Lebanon, 
diplomatic and security sources 
said on Tuesday. 

Yet the release on Monday of 
Indian academic Mithileshwar 
Singh — rather than one of three 
American colleagues held with 
him — showed Syria's writ did 
not extend into the kidnappers' 
hideouts. 

Damascus could not dictate 
which hostage was to be freed. 

“Singh ultimately owes his 
freedom to the kidnappers pick- 
ing him out from the other hos- 
tages.” said a diplomatic source. 
"They kept the three Americans 
for the leaner times to come.” 

Ironically, analysts said, it was 
precisely because the 'hostage 
issue was winding down that kid- 
nappers were determined to 
make all the political capital they 
could from any release.

Gorbachev still 


faces opposition

WASHINGTON, (AP): Mik- 
hail Gorbachev won a small, 
painful victory in the game of 
musical chairs in the Kremlin, 
but he failed to unseat some outs- 
poken critics of his most radical 
reforms. 

Gorbachev’s most risible suc- 
cess was taking the place of 
Andrei Gromyko as Soviet 
president, combining that office 
with the more powerful post of 
general -secretary of the Com- 
munist Party, as did his three 
predecessors. 

And he brought some new, 
possibly friendlier, faces into the 
ruling politburo. 

But “iL is still not Gorbachev's 
politburo," Stephen Cohen, 
head of Soviet studies at Prin- 
ceton University, said Monday. 

“I don't see this as a decisive 
consolidation of power on the 
part of Gorbachev," Cohen said. 
“As long as he is a reform leader, 
there is never going to be decisive 
consolidation. Even. 1 reform 
generates new opposition." 

Peter Reddaway, who heads 
the Kennan Institute for Advan- 
ced Russian Studies in Washing- 
ton, predicted that “in the next 
year or two Gorbachev is likely 
io come under increasing 
political pressure." 

Compromises 

Gorbachev bought some time, 
said Cohen, by orchestrating “a 
fairly complex set of com- 
promises by different groups on 
where the reforms ought to go.” 

“Gorbachev made some sig- 
nificant gains on balance, but he 
had to pay a price to people who 
do not share his views.” Cohen 
said. 

For the time beinfy the shuffle 
at the top has not visibly reduced 
the power of the two politburo 
members who have most vocally 
differed with the reform 
movement, Yegor Ligachev and 
Viktor Chebrikov. 

In fact, it gave them authority 
over two of the most important 
areas of reform, leaving Liga- 


chev in charge of reforming 
agriculture and Chebrikov in 
charge of reforming the legal sys- 
tem. 

An extraordinary party con- 
ference this summer endorsed the 
partial decollectivization of 
agriculture by leasing state- 
owned land to farmers. And the 
conference also called for what 
could be sweeping changes in the 
legal system, ensuring protection 
of individual rights, a shift in 
power from the party to 
parliamentary bodies and 


greater accountability for all 
those holding public offioe. 

Control 

Putting Ligachev and 
Chebrikov in control of those 
reforms was intended, said 
Cohen, “to assure the moderates 
that the most radical reforms are 
in the hands of the least radical 
reformers.” 

Chebrikov did relinquish his 
job as head of the KGB security 
police, but he took a much more 
powerful post, party secretary. 
When Yuri Andropov made the 
same move in May 1982, he 
became the front-runner to suc- 
ceed the ailing Leonid Brezhnev, 
which hedidon Brezhnev’s death 
seven months later. 

Ligachev’s new status is less 
clear. He had been the No.2 man 
in the Kremlin, by his own 
account running the day-to-day 
affairs of the party secretariat. 

Giving Ligachev the agricul- 
tural portfolio does not remove 
his hand from control of the 
party secretariat. 

And it puts him in charge of 
food production, a sector which 
can make or break Gorbachev. 

Success 

“Gorbachev’s success will rest 
on the degree to which he can 
carry out the reforms,” which up 
till now have been hampered by 
conservatives and bureaucrats, 
Cohen said. 

And the reforms have not gen- 
erated much popular support 
because, in part, they have not 
put more food on the tables of 
Soviet consumers.

CARACAS, Venezuela, (AP): 
US political consultant David 
Garth came to Venezuela in 1978 
to help presidential candidate 
Luis Herrera Campins. His first 
suggestion was that the famously 
fat politician lose weighL 

Herrera, a Social Christian 
who felt his girth was an integral 
part of his popular image, rejec- 
ted Garth's advice. 

“When you're campaigning, 
Venezuelans will always offer 
you food and drink,” the still- 
corpulent Herrera recalled 
recently. “The the only way you 
can refuse without losing a vote is 
to say, somewhat mysteriously, 
that you're taking pills, and 
they'll think you have a venereal 
disease or something. 

Garth lost the battle to slim 
down his candidate. He chose 
instead to capitalise on Herrera's 
communications skills in eight 
memorable commercials, filmed 
outdoors, featuring the can- 
didate speaking with disgruntled 
citizens. 

Defeat 

The spots galvanised the cam- 
paign and helped Herrera defeat 
the Social Democratic Party in a 
race that was crucial in forging 
Venezuela's democracy into a 
two-party system. 

Foreign campaign consul- 
tants, nearly all of the from the 


United States, have become a fix- 
ture in Latin American elections. 
The market has grown addition- 
ally as more Latin nations shake 
off military rule and turn to 
democratic government. 

Besides Garth, other high- 
powered US pollsters, media 
specialsits and general advisers 
who have worked in the region 
include Joseph Napdlilan, David 
Sawyer, Matthew Reese, Robert 
Sq iuer and Sergio Bendixen. 

Either individually or as 
teams, they helped the winning 
presidential campaigns of Carlos 
Andres Perez, Luis Herrera 
Campins and Jaime Lusiochi in 
Venezuela; Oscar Arias Sanchez 
in Costa Rica; Nicolas Ardito 
Barletta in Pnama; Alan Garcia 
in Peru and others. 

In Latin America, there are 


fewer political campaigns than in 
the United States, out the prizes 


the United States, but the prizes 
lend to be bigger. There are no 
limits on campaign spending, as 
there are in the United States. 

Valuable 

Latin American poliucans and 
US consultants say the advisers 
are most valuable for bringing an 
outsider’s perspective on the can- 
didate and on what voters want. 
They also provide techniques to 
link the candidate to the voter's 
desires. 

Candidates ignore the advice 
of their hired guns from the north 
at their own peril. 


Herrera was correct in dispen- 
sing with Garth’s recommenda- 
tion to slim down. In Latin 
America, unlike in the United 
States, overweight is not felt to 
reflect a personality flaw. 

But in the 1987 presidential 
nomination race in Venezuela, 
Social Democratic hopeful 
Octavio Lepage ignored his con- 
sultant's advice to stay in his key 
government post, rather than 
quit to campaign in the streets. 

Lepage, a dry party-line 
politician with no popular 
appeal, lost the nomination to 
Carlos Andres Perez, a charis- 
matic former president who has 
no trouble gathering large and 
noisy crowds. 

Stronger 

But the US consultants must 
also adapL In Latin America, as 
in Europe, political parties are 
much stronger than they are in 
the United States, and party 
loyalty is the norm. 

US consultants' advice can get 
lost in the shuffle as party leaders 
struggle for influence in the cam- 
paign, which is seen as collective 
rather than an individual bid. 

Latin American candidates, 
who are almost always men, 
prefer a political message that 
emphasizes strength and mach- 
ismo. 


While television is growing in 
importance as a political tool in 
Latin America, the old-

fashioned campaign rally, which 
has fallen from favour in the 
United States, is still a powerful 
technique. 

Latin Americans have resisted 
using direct mail or telephone 
campaign operations, mainly 
because these public services are 
typically inefficient. 

Even so, campaigns have 
increasingly resembled US con- 
tests, with a variety of imported 
techniques. 

Mapping out a strategy, 
choosing one or two short mes- 
sages that are repeated as long as 
they are effective, polling to 
obtain reliable information and 
relying more heavily on telev- 
ision are among the principles 
that have filtered south. 

Techniques 

Now the region is developing 
its own advisers who are pioneer- 
ing their own techniques. 

Argentina's Felipe Noguera, 
for instance; an Oxford? 
educated mathematician, is 
analysing at what point a voter 
chooses a candidate. 

Substituting Latin consultants 
for US ones appeals to Latin 
pride and saves money at the 
same time.

Tehran trying to acquire advanced weapons

NICOSIA, Cyprus, (AP): Iran 
is reorganizing its military for- 
ces and seeking advanced 
weapons following the defeats 
in the war with Iraq that 
brought it to accept a United 
Nations-sponsored ceasefire. 

“The reconstruction of the 
armed forces has a very high 
priority” in Iran's overall post- 
war reconstruction pro- 
gramme, Defence Minister 
Brig. Gen. Mohammad Hus- 
sein Jalali said last week. 

“The Army and. the 
Revolutionary Guards Corps 
must definitely be strength- 
ened,” he said in an interview 
with Tehran’s Kayhan daily. 

“This does not mean re- 
inforcement for an offensive, 
but rather the prevention of 
probable aggression and for 
defence." 

Asked if he thought Iran’s 
unconditional acceptance of 
the UN Security Council's 
ceasefire resolution would ease 
the US led arms embargo that 


the 8-year war. Jalali replied:

- - “But there have - been some 
signs. The world has now 
realized that Iran's cause has 
been genuine .... 

Weapons 

“Of course, powers which 
are opposed to us are not going 
to supply us with advanced 
weapons. But we see it as our 
duty to acquire them and we're 
gelling more hopeful by the 
day.”

WARSAW, (Reuter): A Com- 
munist Party document describ- 
ing the systematic brutality of 
Poland's Soviet-linked security 
police in Stalinist times has 


appeared in the official press 
after being kept secret for more 


after being kept secret for more 
than 30 years. 

Unlike recent accounts of 
Stalinist repressions in the Soviet 
Union whicb have appeared in 
the Soviet press and shocked 
many Russians with their frank- 
ness, the Polish document may 
cause little sensation in Poland. 

From underground publica- 
tions, Western reports and, in 
many cases, personal experience, 
most Poles are already familiar 
with the crimes of their commun- 
ist rulers in the decade after 
Soviet dictator Josef Stalin ins- 
talled them in jjower in 1 944. 

But the publication of the 
document in the party weekly 
Polityka marks a step forward in 
official recognition of the ruth- 
less manner in which Soviet 
influence was exercised in Poland 
up to Stalin's death in March 
1953. 

Trials 

The document, presented in 


secret to the party's Central 
Committee in May 1957, says. 


Committee in May 1957, says, 
for example, that 1 9 Polish Army 
officers were executed after 
fraudulent trials organised by 
Soviet agents operating in 
Poland's Army Intelligence. 

The document, prepared by a 
special party investigating team 
known as the Nowak Commis- 
sion, describes how Poland’s 
secret police forces created a 
special “10th Department” -in 
1949 whose officers tortured 
their victims dose to madness. 

“The investigations of the 10th 
Department involved an entire 
system of torments, humiliating 
lor human dignity and causing 
complete exhaustion and a state 
dose to madness in a suspect,” 
the document says.

They 
couldn't understand how it ail 
caved in so fast. Some were 
relieved that the dying was 
over. But some were extremely 
bitter.”

But Iranian leaders have 
publicly defended the Pas- 
daran.

Where have all the firebrands gone? 



A SAD feature of the current. 
Indian film scene is Lhe disap- 
pearance of many film makers 
who entered the business with a 
lot of pep and revolutionary 
spiriL 

They have gradually sim- 
mered down and disappointed 
cmegoers with a spate of tame 
films. As one wag has rightly 
pointed out, 'these directors are 
“anti-establishmeor till they 
are established. Using art. 
protest films and new faces as a 
launching pad. they eventually 
settle down with costly formula 
films with the same old stars. ■ 

This has happened to many 
directors making people won- 
der about their defection. 

The latest example is N. 
Chandra who had initially 
made a big impact with Ankosh- 
It was the anger and excitement 
of the film that appeared so * 
fresh and sincere. People liked 
the sympathetic portrayal of 
four roadside ruffians, their 
gang wars and what made their 
world so bitter. The rough 
edges and the slang talk also 
impressed cinegoers. 

After that, Chandra was 
asked to direct Pratigfaaat for 
some big producers. This small 
film, too, with new actors 
became a runaway hit. Thereaf-' 
ter Chandra turned his atten- 
tion to the crore- rupee category 
films and the big stars of the 
industry. 

The result is Tezaab, previ- 
ewed recently, which has all the 
"ingredients of fights and 
romance, but not the spirit and 
strength to make it ring true. 
The title means arid but the film 
maker's acidic approach to 
social evils and stinging com- 
ment on problems are totally 
absent. 

ft is surprising that he chose 
such putrid script material, 
with different formula combin- 


ations. It seems the whole pur- 
pose was to show-case the stars. 
Anil Kapoor is the typical 
Munna “dada” who is in and 
out of jail, chased by some cops 
and helped by others. And 
Madhuri is the typical damsel 
perpetually in distress. A 
parallel pair is made up of 
Cb unkey and Suparna. 

Mandakini appears in a . 
special role and there is the 
triangular tug of love between 
Anil and the two girls. T o make 
Madhuri jealous, Anil flirts 
with Manda leading to a 
predictable show-down. The 
hero performs absurd stunts 
like a drowning attempt and a 
fall from a great height These 
sulking gestures, and tit-for-Uit 
tricks take up a lot of footage, 
while the kidnapping of the 
girls and rape attempts supply 
the ti dilation. There is even the 
old turnip of crooning t*-’ 
favourite song to recover the 
lost heroine and the use of 
flash-backs is shabby to say the 
leasL 

Madhuri's wicked father 
Anupam Kher, with hired 
'goondas' led by Kiran Kumar . 
(bearing a strange underworld 
name of Lolia) provide the 
villainy. There are fights galore 
on every pretext the saving 
grace being that the film shows 
some reality by shooting on 
actual locales. 

The nobleangleoffriendship 
comes with Chunkey staking 
his life for his hero friend. The 
main villain is finished in the 
long climax and we are told that 
the hero has at last exhausted 
all the “arid" within him. We 
feel that if N. Chandra keeps 
going the same way, he will end 
up without any spirit left. His 
next films are the multi-star 
Hnmlaa and Yogandhar. 

But we cannot blame Chan- 
dra of glamorous Bombay

ANSWER: Fibrocystic breasts, although 
they may cause you concern or discomfort, 
are usually considered to be a benign condi- 
tion that does not affect your risk lor breast 
cancer. So you should follow the same 
guidelines to check for cancer warning signs 
that are recommended for all women, 
regardless of whether they have fibrocystic 
breasts. Regular breast self-examination is 
very important. Your doctor may recom- 
mend a breast screening, including a mam- 
mogram, physical examination and instruc- 
tion on how oflen.to perform a self-examin- 
ation. 

Some patients with fibrocystic breasts 
find that the condition disappears by itself, 
particularly if you avoid caffeine (although 
this is a subject of some controversy) and 
wear a support bra. Your doctor also may 
prescribe a diuretic or. if your condition is 
relatively severe, the medication danazol. 


If your mother, an aunt, or a sister have 
had a breast cancer, or if you have had a 
mastectomy or a biopsy that showed a 
potential for concern, you may be advised to 
have an annual mammogram. If no 
problems appear after two years, you may 
only need this every two to three years. 

There is little chance — less than 0.2 per 
cent — of getting breast cancer in the year 
after a mammogram indicates no problem. 
But because 1 2 per cent of cancers detected 
by screening clinics are ones that develop 
between visits, it's important for you, and 
for every woman, to practice self-examina- 
tion. 

QUESTION: I am aware that bacteria 
and other types of germsca use seriousinfec- 
tions in humans. However, my daughter 
reports that her teacher said those little 
amoeba she looks at under the microscope 
also can infect people. Do amoeba TeaUy 
cause disease? 

ANSWER: Your daughter’s school teacher 
is absolutely correct, amoeba can cause dis- 
ease and infection. 

Amebiasis is the name of the disease 
caused by amoeba. It comes from a one- 


celled parasite Entamoeba histolytica, 
which can be carried without symptoms, but 
usually results in symptoms ranging from 
mild diarrhea to dysentery. It is found 
throughout the world but traditionally and 
most frequently in countries or areas that 
have poorsanitalion. 

It is found so frequently in the tropics that 
amebiasis has come to be considered a 
tropical disease. But such is not the case as it 
can occur wherever water supplies are con- 
taminated. 

In certain places, plumbing problems can 
contaminate water that otherwise would be 
pure. That situation most often happens in 
seasonal establishments such as parks, lod- 
ges or resorts. 

Anyone travelling to developing coun- 
tries must take safety measures to guard 
against amebiasis. Among them are drink- 
ing only boiled or bottled water, never bru- 
shing your teeth with water from the tap, 
avoiding ice cubes that could have been 
made with unsafe water and eating only 
thoroughly cooked food .

Final quarter may not bring much improvement 


Bonds sustain worst slump since early ’ 80 s 


NEW YORK, Oct S: Investors in 
the world's major bond markets ■ . 
are having their worst year since 
the early 1980s, and die final 
quarter probably won’t bring 
much improvement, money 
managers and analysts say. 

A combination of- robust 
world economic growth, higher 
short-term interest rates and a 
strengthening dollar has turned 
global fixed-income investing 
into a mine field. “This has been 
one ugly year so far and it doesn't 
look like it's getting any better.'* 
says. Kenneth Windham, who 
manages a S3.S billion bond 
portfolio for Prudential Capital 
Management International, 
according to the Wall Street 
Journal. 

With the exception of Aus- 
tralian. Canadian and high-risk, 
high-yield US junk bonds, gov- 
ernment bond markets proved 
dismal investments in the nine 
months ended on Friday. 

A basket of US bonds, for ins- 
tance, returned only 6 per cent, 
while West German, Dutch. 
Japanese, British and French 
government securities provided 
negative total returns of 13.22 
percent, 12.19 percent, 6.79 per 
cent, 5.18 per cent and 4.56 per 
cent, respectively, during -the 
period, according to Salomon 
Brothers Inc. 


“You'd have to go back to 
before 1984 to find a year with 
such poor across-the-board per- 
formance,” says John Lipsky, a . 
director of international bond- 
market research at Salomon. 

The returns are measured in 
US dollars and include price, 
income and currency changes for 
bonds with remaining maturities 
of at least one year. 

Even some of the sawiest 
money managers in the global 
bond market took their lumps in 
the first nine months. “This isn't 
a market you should be messing 
around in if you don't know 
what’s going on,” says Denis 
JCamosky, a managing director 
and head of asset allocation at 
First Chicago Investment Ad- 
visors. 

First Chicago is mollified that 
it'sdoingbetter than the negative - 
6.5 per cent nine-month return 
fora basket of major government 
bonds. 

. Even so, the firm's $15 billion 
global bond fund has a negative 
3-9 per cent total return from 
January through August (Sep- 
tember's figures aren't available 
yet). “Obviously the perfor- 
mance hasn't been there,” says 
Karaosky. 

Windham of Prudential says 
his global bond fund returned 
only 2 per cent for the eight 


months ended August 31.*— “a 
miserable showing after we ear- 
ned double-digit annual returns 
of as much as 40 per cent over the 
past three years. I'm now sitting 
on the fence — underweighted in 
bonds .across the world on the 
expectation that interest rales 
will move higher." 

Even money managers who 
attempted to hedge the risk of a 
strengthening dollar wound up 
with little to show for. their 
seemingly clever manoeuvrmgs. 
First Chicago, for instance, used 
sophisticated options strategies 
to help prevent the value of- its 
non -dollar bonds from eroding. 


“We started hedging the 
>fo' 


currency component of our non- 
dollar bonds in February 
because we figured the dollar 
would either be stable or 
rebound significantly,” says 
Kamo&ky, whose global bond 
funds still are struggling to 
provide positive returns. 

Successful 

In hindsight, many managers 
say. balancing bond investments 
with a variety of short-term 
deposits would have proved 
more successful during the year's 
first nine months. That's because 
short-term interest almost every- 
where rose faster than long-term 
rates. 

•In the US, for example, the 


rate on three-month Eurodollar 
deposits rose lo8. 56 per cental the 
end of the third quarter from 7.3 1 
percent at theend of 1987. Rates 
on Euromark deposits climbed 
to 5.06 per cent from 3.31 per 
cent during the same period. 1 

While Lipsky of Salomon says 
the rise in US rales isn't over — 
suggesting that both the dollar 
and long-term rates could rise 
further — “next year could turn 
out to be more favourable for 
bond-market performance. 

When the economy starts 
showing signs of slowing, bond 
markets could begin to do bet- 
ter.” 

Despite paltry or negative 
returns from most sectors of the 
bond market the past nine mon- 
ths, an investor who bought a 
basket of major government 
bonds 12 months ago and sold 
them at the end of the third quar- 
ter would have earned 14.43 per 
cent in the period, according Lo 
the Salomon world government 
index. So far this year, so-called 
high-yielding currency markets, 
such as the Australian and Can- 
adian bond markets, have been 
the only stellar performers. 

Canadian government bonds 
returned an average 15.4 per cent 
during the first nine months, 
while Australian government 
bonds returned 18.71 percent. 


In the US, junk bonds earned 
the highest returns: about 13.08 
per cent, according to Salomon. 
But they aren't likely to dazzle 
anyone Lhis quarter, several 
money managers say. They 
expect a huge wave of new issues 
1 soon that could create a glut, at 
least temporarily. 

“My guess is we’re looking at 
$10 billion to $12 billion of new 
issues in the next three months, 
said James R. Caywood of 
Caywood-Christian Capital 
Management in La Jolla, 
California. “For the junk 
market, that's pretty dam big. 
and it could create, digestion 
problems. 

Merrill Lynch Capital Mark- 
ets officials say bond yields may 
rise a bit more over the next few 
months. “But we expect sharply 
lower bond yields by the end of 
next year,” says James Kochan. 
an analyst. Caywood of 
Caywood-Christian expects 
strong returns from junk bonds 
early next year. "By then, a lot of 
the volume should be out of the 
way.” he says. 

But Marshall B. Front, 
executive vice-president, Stein 
Roe & Fa m ham Inc., a Chicago- 
basal investment management 
firm, remains sceptical. Hestron- 
gly favours Treasury bonds over 
junk. 


Ozal orders 


cuts in 


spending 


ANKARA, Oct 5, (Reuter): 
Prime Minister Turgiii Ozal 
today ordered cuts in govern- 
ment spending to help curb 
Turkey’s soaring inflation. 

The inflation rate reached an 
eight-year high of 81.8 per cent 
on an annual basis in September. 

A circular published in the 
official gazette banned the pur- 
chase of new vehicles and 
redecoration of offices. It also 


sought cuts in entertainment, 
food, cl 


.clothing and medical costs. 
Ozal issued a similar order in 
April which bankers, seeking 
firm monetary and fiscal policies 
to curb a ballooning budget 
deficit and rising inflation, said 
later had little effects. 

Problem 

'‘Inflation cannot be cut down 
with a knife. ‘Solving this 
problem gradually will give 
much more efficient results” 
Ozal told a meeting of his Moth- 
erland Party yesterday. 

Inflation, a major factor 
behind Ozal's decisive defeat in a 
constitutional referendum last 
month, is at its highest level since 
the 1980 Army coup crushed 
extremist political violence. 

Ozal said Turkey's high 
growth rate and the depredation 
of its currency were main reasons 
making it difficult to control 
inflation, which has nearly dou- 
bled in the past 12 months.

Shell ‘close to success’ 


on shut-down systems 


LONDON, Oct 5: Shell Expro, 
the North Sea operator for the 
Shell and Esso oil companies, 
believes it is very close to a break- 
through in the production of a 
new generation of pipeline emer- 
gency shut-down systems. 

So said Bob Reid, chairman 
and chief executive of Shell UK, 
in a speech on North Sea safety to 
the British - Institute of Energy 
Economics in London last night, 
reported a London daily. 

In the wake of the Piper Alpha 
oil rig disaster and the more 
recent blow-out on the Ocean 
Odyssey rig. the Department of 
Energy has been pressing all the 
oil companies to look at shut- 
down systems. 

The systems presented a far 
from straightforward issue, said 
Reid- 

“There have been consider-, 
able doubts about the risks 
involved both in the installation 
and maintenance of subsea 
pipeline valves and their overall 


reliability. 

Shell Expro has seen real 
progress in the last five years in 
collaboration with valve sup- 


pliers and we believe we are very 
close to a viable solution,” he 


said. 

In the early days of North Sea 
energy exploitation, oil and gas 
were brought in as fast as 
humanly possible because of 
"demand but this was not at thfc 
- expense of safety, said Reid. 

Vital 

“I cannot tell you how much 
we spend on safety because it is 
designed in as a vital part of each 
project from the conceptual 
stage onwards. And once a 
project is operational we do our 
utmost to ensure that safety is a 
way of life for everyone at every 
level.” 

But he admitted: “No human 
activity is entirely without risk 
and the offshore oil and gas 
industry would certainly come 
fairly high on most people's lists 


of hazardous employment. 

“Our continuing task is to 
eliminate the risk element as Car 
as we possibly can and to ensure 
tbat everybody working on our 
installations is aware — and 
maintains that awareness — of 
the hazards of dealing with 
inflammable materials, often 
under high pressure. 


“Without wishing to appear in 
any way complacent 1 think it is 
true to say that the offshore oil 
industry stands fair comparison 
with any other.” 

It was important that the 
events of the past months, tragic 
as they had been, should not 
detract from the "tremendous 
achievements” in the North Sea, 
he said. 

Meeting legal requirements 
for safety standards was regar- 
ded by Shell Expro as an absolute 
minimum, said Reid. Frequently 
facilities were designed and built 
in a way which went well beyond 
what the law required. 


Iraq flexes its muscles to press 
new demand for higher oil sales 


KUWAIT, Oct S, ( Reuter): Iraq, 
emboldened by Gulf war vic- 
tories over Iran, is flexing i,ts 
musdes within OPEC to press 
new demands for higher oil sales. 

A strident Iraq, confident ofits 
military strength, poses a new 
challenge to the 13-nation organ- 
isation grappling with a world oil 
glut that has sent prices tumbling 
to two-year lows, diplomats and 
oil traders said. 

Iran dealt Iraqi oil exports a 
devastating blow in the early 
days of right-year-old conflict- 
But after a string of successful 
military offensives leading to an 
August 20 ceasefire. Iraq has 
come back with a vengeance. 

Backed by huge oil reserves 
and rapidly expanding export 
outlets, Baghdad is striving to 
consolidate its power as the 


Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries’ second lar- 
gest producer, a position his- 
torically held by Iran. 

The guns have fallen silent, but 
Iran-Iraq rivalry for oil 
supremacy is likely to dominate a 
crucial OPEC meeting later this 
month to discuss ways to avert a 
further oil price collapse, 
analysts said. 

Dubai, crude, a Middle East 
benchmark, was quoted in 
Tokyo today as low as $9 a barrel 
against an official OPEC price of 
$17.42. 

•raqi Oil Minister Issam 
Abdul Rahim A1 Chalabi recen- 
tly visited fellow OPEC members 
Kuwait, Saudi Arabia and the 
United Arab Emirates (UAE) to 
win support for new Iraqi output 
demands. Gulf oil officials said. 


He told them Iraq badly 
needed higher revenue to pay 
back some $60 billion in foreign 
debt and to reconstruct war- 
damaged areas, they added. 

Since December 1 986, Iraq has 
•insisted on quota parity with 
Iran, allotted 2.369 million 
barrels per day (BPD) in a June 
pact designed to shore up world 
oil prices. 

Output 

But Iran has rejected the 
demand, leading Iraq to refuse 
any curbs and hike output from 
an average 1.9 million BPD in 
1986 to its current 2.7 million 
BPD. 

Until the ceasefire, Baghdad 
was In effecL prepared to cul out- 
put by some 400.000 BPD if 
Tehran accepted quota parity. 
That has changed. e 


Royal Bank of Scotland 
in £79m Spanish link-up 


LONDON, Oct 5. The Royal 
Bank of Scotland yesterday 
unveiled a link-up with Banco 
Santander, Spain's fourth largest 
bank, as an important part of its 
strategy lo break into Continen- 
tal markets in the run-up to 1 992, 
reports 3 London daily. 

The scheme, which involves 
cross-shareholdings and wide- 
ranging commercial co-opera- 
lion. fulfils RBS’s aim of a joint 
venture rather than an acquisi- 
tion on the Continent Until now 
it has had few business activities 
on mainland Europe. 

Scheme 

Under the scheme, RBS and 
Banco Santander will havecross- 
shareholdings of 2.5 per cent 
Additionally, the Spanish bank 


has bought a further 2.5 per cent 
IS from the Kuwait Invest- 


or RBS 

ment Office, which supports the 
deal. 


The purchase reduces the 
KIO’s stake in RBS from 14.4 to 


1 1 .9 per cent but Charles Win- 
ter, chief executive of-RBS, den- 
ied Lhat reducing the holding was 


the main reason for Banco San- 
tander’s purchase. 

He also said the cross-share- 
holding was not meant as a 
prelude to a full merger and that 
the two banks would continue to 
remain fully independent.

This will be man- 
aged by RBS but its products will 
be marketed through Banco San- 
tander's 1,400 branches in Spain. 

At the same time, the Scotish 
bank is taking a 50 per cent share 
in CC Bank in West Germany 
and Credit du Nord Beige in Bel- 
gium, which are Banco Santan- 
der subsidiaries. 

The British and Spanish banks 
will also look for joint acquisi- 
tions elsewhere in Europe, but 
co-operation in the US is ruled 
out. RBS is buying Citizens Fin- 
ancial Corp. in the US. 


Oil price drop highlights 
importance of reforms: Algeria 


ALGIERS, Oct 5, (Reuter): 
Algeria, warning its citizens of 
more belt-tightening, has expres- 
sed anger at what it calls the 
illogical complacency of some’ 
other oil producers for failing to 
reverse the latest oil price slide. 

“It is only by more stringent 
austerity measures ... and greater 
rigour in spending and increased 
management efficiency that the 
countiy will attain its aims,” the 
official APS news agency said 
yesterday in a report on the econ- 
omicoutlook. 

With OPEC members pump- 
ing way over quota, oil prices 
have slumped in recent weeks. 
Today, the key British Brent 
Blend traded in Tokyo at $1 1.40 
a barrel and some analysts have 

S iredicted prices could fall much 
ower. 

Within the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 


(OPEC), Algeria has advocated 
tight production controls to keep 
prices buoyant. 

“With the petrol price stuck in 
a downward spiral by inter- 
national markets, with the 
illogical complacency of certain 
producers, it is clear the chances 
for a spectacular turnaround in 
our foreign exchange position 
remain uncertain,” the report 
added. 

U.said substantial economies 
had prevented the price slump 
from placing in jeopardy the 
country's development plans, 
but acknowledged a much- 
needed boost in foreign exchange 
earnings was unlikely to 
materialise. 

Algeria has tried to lessen its 
dependence on hydrocarbon 
exports since its oil-based econ- 
omy was battered by the mid- 
1980s slump in energy prices.

Kuwait dinar deposit 
rates firm in active trade 


KUWAIT. Oct 5, (Reuter): 
Kuwaiti dinar deposit rates fir- 
med today in active trading as 
banks sold dinars for dollars, 
tightening liquidity. 

The dinar again slipped 
against the dollar in line with a 
six-month-old trend. The Cen- 
tral Bank dinar exchange rate 
declined to 0.28888/98 to the 
dollar from Tuesday's 0.28872/ 
82. while commercial banks 
quoted spot rates of around 
0.28895/00. 

Quiet 

The Central Bank allotted a 70 
million dinar (S242 million) issue 
of three-month treasury bills at 
^an average discount yield of 
6.542 per cent, but dealers said 
there was little impact on rates 
because it merely rolled over an 
existing issue for the same 
amount that matured today. 

Overnight dealt at 12 per cent 
from Tuesday’s 10 per cent. 
Tomorrow-next traded at nine 
and 9- 1 /2 percent from seven per. 
cent bids, while one- week trades' 
climbed to 9-1/2 per cent 
One and two-month money 
was about 1 /8 firmer at 7-1 12, 1/4' 
per cent for the one-month, 
which traded at 7-1/4 per cent, 
and 7-1/4, 6-3/4 per cent for the 
two-month. 

Other periods were quiet and 
little changed with the three- 


month at seven, 6-3/4 per cent 
and six-month at seven, 6-5/8 per 
cent. 

Meanwhile, Saudi riyal inter- 
bank deposits firmed 1/8 point 
today in moderate trade as 
declining oil prices prompted 
strong speculation of a riyal 
devaluation by end- 1988. 

Dealers reported business in 
one to six-month deposits as 
traders borrowed long-term 
. maturities to swap into dollars in 
anticipation of the move, which 
would increase the value of the 
kingdom’s dollar-denominated 
oil revenues. 

“People are sure there will be a 
devaluation. Thequestion is 
when,” one dealer said. Bankers 
say rapidly dwindling oil prices 
could help widen the kingdom’s 
projected 1988 budget deficit of 
35.6 billion riyals ($9.5 billion). 

Pressure 

Tightness at the short end of 
the market also exerted upward 
pressure. Spot-next rose to 8- 1 /4, 
eight per cent from initial quotes 
of seven, 6-7/8 per cent, with 
business reported at those levels. 

One-mOnth finned 1/8 point 
to 8-11/16, 9/16 per cent while 
three-months rose to 8-7/8, 1 3/1 6 
percent from 8-3/4, 5/8 on Tues- 
day. Six-months and one-year 
both finned 1/16 point to nine, 8- 
7/8 per cent and 9-1/8, nine per 
cent respectively.

UK watchdog 
body orders 
probe into 
petrol pricing 

LONDON, Oct 5, (Reuter): 
Britain's watchdog Office of Fair 
Trading (OFT) said today it was 
ordering an investigation into 
allegations of petrol price-fixing 
by major oil companies. 

OFT director-general Sir Gor- 
don Borrie said he was seeking 
the probe following a critical 
parliamentary report in July, 
which accused big oil firms of 
colluding to keep prices high at 
British filling stations despite 
. falling world oil prices. 

An OFT spokeswoman 
declined to say whether any 
specific companies would be tar- 
geted under the investigation by 
the Monopolies and Mergers 
Commission (MMQ. 

“The terms of reference 
haven’t been finally decided and 
won’t be for several weeks,’’ she 
said. 

Practices 

“The Monopolies and Mer- 
gers Commission would be look-, 
ing to see whether any practices 
should be outlawed ... I think the 
investigation is very likely to be 
very wide-ranging." she added. 

British motorists now pay 
around £ 1 .72 (52.90) a gallon (64 
cents a litre) forpetrol. 

Oil companies said they did 
not believe the July report by a 
parliamentary trade and indus- 
try had raised sufficient evidence 
for an investigation, but added 
they bad nothing to fear. 

“It will give us a chanbe to clear 
the air,” a spokesman for British 
Petroleum Co PLC, Britain’s 
biggest company, said. 

The parliamentary committee 
said it was not satisfied market 
forces were operating properly in 
petrol retailing, but said it found 
no evidence ofa formal cartel. 

TheMMC has carried out two 
previous investigations into 
petrol pricing, in 1965 and 1979. 
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Retreat in oil prices slows 
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Dollar generally higher and gold sinks 


LONDON, Oct 5. (Agencies): 
The US dollar rose against most 
currencies in lacklustre 
European trading today. Gold 
prices were lower. 

Foreign exchange dealers said 
that in the absence of any fresh 
economic news, technical factors 
continued to drive the market. 

Volume continued to be slug- 
gish with fear of Central Bank 
in tervention continuing to limit a 
strong rise in the dollar but 
market sentiment remained 
opposed to an aggressive sell-off. 
dealer said. 

in Tokyo, where trading ends 
before Europe's business day 
begi ns, the dollar rose 0.33 yen to 
a closing 133.48 yen from yester- 
day's 133.15 yen. Later, in Lon- 
don, it was quoted at a higher 
rale of 1 33,65 yen. 

Cost 

In London, the dollar fell 
against the British pound. It cost 
SI .6955 to buy one pound, more 
expensive than SI. 6945 late yes- 
terday. 

Gold fell in London to a late 
bid price of S396.00 a troy ounce, 
compared with late yesterday’s 
$397.45. 

In Zurich, gold was lower, 
closing at a bid $395.40 com- 
pared with $396.90 late yester- 
day. 

Earlier, in Hong Kong, gold 
fell $1.77 to close at a bid 
$400.46. 

Silver bullion prices fell on the 


London market where the metal 
was trading at a late bid price of 
$6.19 a troy ounce, compaied 
with yesterday’s $6.23. 

European crude oil traders 
said Lhey thought new falls of 40 
cents a barrel in earlier Asian 
trading were overdone. 

Typical North Sea Brent blend 
crude was quoted in Tokyo 
around SI 1.35 a barrel for load- 
ing in December, the most 
actively traded month. 

Output 

But the Europeans later talked

Reacting to reports of further 
violations by OPEC members of 
their assigned output quotas.

Dealers said it appeared the 
institutions were tnckling cash 
back into the share market, pick- 
ing up stock where it looked 
cheap after the declines of recent 
weeks. 

By 1503 GMT the FTSE 100 
was up 15.3 points to 1,822.6, 
after a high on the day of 1 ,827.9, 
just before the Wall Street open- 
ing. Dealers reported higher 
volume than of late. 

Sentiment . 

Dealers said some of the mark- 
et's brighter sentiment arose 
from hopes that the next set of 
UK balance of payments figures 
will show that recent rises in base 
landing rates have had the 
desired effect of dampening 
down consumer demand. 

Grand Metropolitan, how- 
ever. lagged back from the gen- 
eral market's advance as inves- 
tors remained mindful that the 
company is planning a $479 
million rights issue to help fund it 
$5.2 billion bid for Pillsbury of 
the US. 

Part of yesterday's decline was

MMC decision a strong blow to the concept of free trade 

UK keen to retain economic interest in Kuwait 


LONDON, Oct 5. (KUNA): 

Amidst growing embarrassment, 
the British government is seeking 
to contain the political and 
diplomatic repercussions of the 
British Trade Ministry's decision 
yesterday to lower the Kuwait 
Investment Office's share in Brit- 
ish Petroleum. 

The decision was widely 
covered by Lhe British mass 
media and highlighted in all 
dailies with detailed commen- 
taries on its importance and its 
serious effect on the Britisb- 
Kuwaiti relations. 

British newspapers described 
the decision as the most severe 
and obstinate measure ever 
taken by the Conservative Lon- 
don government against foreign 
investment in the United King- 

-dom. 

• . Intervention 

One commentary called the 
derision a “strong blow" to the 
concept of free trade, it also 
stressed the importance of non- 
government intervention in 
international commercial opera- 
tions, particularly since the UK 
is one of the biggest investment 
countries in the world. British 
investments in the US alone are 
estimated at about £35 billion. 

Officials in the British Foreign 
Office admit that the decision by 
Trade Secretary Lord Young, at 


Kuwait and 
Cyprus to step 
up trade ties 

KUWAIT and Cyprus today dis- 
cussed increasing commercial 
and economic ties, and clearing 
problems faring Kuwaiti inves- 
tors in Cyprus. 

During a meeting with Cypriot 
Minister of Communications 
and Works Nakos Protopapas, 
Kuwaiti Finance Minister Jas- 
sem Al Khorafi stressed the need 
to tackle complaints of Kuwaiti 
investors, mainly in the real 
estate market. 

Problems 

Khorafi told the Cypriot mini- 
ster that expediency in resolving 
problems would encourage 
Kuwaiti private investments in 
Cyprus. 

In another meeting today 
Protopapas and Minister of 
Communications Abdullah AI 
Sharhan discussed improving 
telecommunications and trans- 
port co-operation. 

As spokesman for the Minis- 
try of Communications said the 
two ministers also discussed co- 
ordination of stances at inter- 
national forums. 


UAE may bring 
in bank 
licence fees 

DUBAI. Oct 5, (Reuter): The 
United Arab Emirates (UAE) 
Central Bank said it will proba- 
bly introduce licence and regis- 
tration fees for banks, financial 
institutions, and foreign exchan- 
ge. houses sometime next year. 

Bank Governor Abdul Malik 
Al Hamar was quoted by the 
local Gulf newspaper today as 
saying the idea was to charge fees 
against the services of the Central 
Bank, just like in many other 
countries. 

The fees, amounting to several 
thousands of dollar' depending 
on the institution, are relatively 
small but the bank's attempt to 
impose them last June was met by 
strong objections from tbe 
UAE's many institutions, bank- 
ers said.

' Reports here indicate that- 
British Foreign Secretary Geof- 
frey Howe will visit Kuwait early 
next year, probably in January to 
assure Kuwaiti officials of Lon- 
don's commitment to maintain 
good political relations with 
Kuwait, in spile of the derision. 

Observers here fear that the ’ 
KIO might withdraw its assets 
and investments from Britain, 
and transfer them to New York. 

They also fear Kuwait will not 
buy arms from Britain at a time 


when defence ministry officials 
are trying to convince Kuwait to 
purchase Tornado warplanes 
and other weapons. The equip- 
ment was offered to Kuwait by 
Defence Minister George Young 
during his rfsit to the Gulf coun- 
try last June. 

Shares 

Commentators here recalled 
that Kuwait’s purchase of BP 
shares helped save the govern- 
ment's BP share offering last 
October at a time when inter- 
national stock exchange markets 
witnessed their worn collapse in 
years. 

Investors, refrained from buy- 
ing the BP shares following the 
international plunge in share 
prices. The British government 
was worried, but things changed 
when. thc KIO started buying 
.shares. ■ . i - 

Readiness 

Trade Secretary Lord Young

UAE calls for strict adherence to UN charter 


UNITED NATIONS, Oct 5, 
(OPECNA): The United Arab 
Emirates has called on all coun- 
tries to adhere to the charier of 
economic rights and duties of 
states and to refrain from using 
commercial restrictions, block- 
ades or sanctions as political 
lolls. 

“Improvements in inter- 
national relations on a political 
level have not be reflected in the 
state of the international eco- 
nomy,” Minister of Slate for 
Foreign Affairs Rashid 
Abdullah Al Nuaimi told the 
General Assembly Iasi night. 

He said serious economic 


structural imbalances persisted, 
stressing that “it is impossible to 
enhance international detente 
without consolidating its eco- 
nomic foundations.” 

Flexible 

The minister pointed out that 
it also required the adoption of 
more flexible policies by the 
advanced countries, as well as the 
introduction of structural 
reforms in the system of inter- 
national economic relations. 

Al Nuaimi underscored the 
importance of strengthening the 
role of the United Nations as the 
main forum for dialogue and 
negotiations in respect of inter- 


national. . co-operation for 
development 

Libya warned the General 
Assembly yesterday that the 
deteriorating international eco- 
nomic situation could threaten 
international peace and security. 

“The crisis is mainl y due to the 
imbalance inherent in the exist- 
ing economic order,” head of the 
Libyan delegation Jadullab 
AzuzTalhi said. 

Developing countries, he said, 
were convinced that their eco- 
nomic and social development 
could not be attained under the 
old order and were determined to 
change iL 


They had made strenuous 
efforts to bring about changes 
since the late 1960s, but then- 
hopes had not been realised due 
to the failure of the developed 
countries to honour their com- 
mitments to development assis- 
tance, he said. 

Talhi told developing coun- 
tries that they should not be 
overly optimistic about the out- 
come' of any North-South 
dialogue. Instead, he said, they 
should begin laying a sound 
foundation of co-operation 
among themselves, to be able to 
join any talks from a position or 
strength. 


Boycott renewed in dispute over baby formula 


LONDON. Oct 5. (AP): Con- 
sumer groups renewed an inter- 
national consumer boycott 
against Lhe Swiss food giant Nes- 
tle and other producers of infant 
formula for promoting infant 
formula in the Third World. 

In 1984, 10 nations ended a 
seven-year boycott that cost Nes- 
tle an estimated $3 billion, con- 
sumer activists said. 

But activists said on Tuesday 
that Nestle broke its 1984 
agreement to restrict supplies 
promotion “and has violated the 
trust of concerned organisations 
working For infant health.'* 

The International Nestle 
Boycott Committee for Europe, 
which announced the consumer 
action against Nestle, said the 
renewed boycott also has been 
extended to the US-based 
American Home Products Co. 


“It is vital for the health of 
children worldwide that the 
European infant feeding indus- 
try acts responsibly,” said com- 
mittee co-ordinator Lisa Wood- 
burn. "We are prepared to 
boycott again for seven years, if 
necessary.” 

A statement issued in London 
by the European committee said 
il was acting in conjunction with 
action for Corporate Accoun- 


tability, a US-based group. 

Both are successors of groups 
that organised boycott activities 
against Nestle from 1977 to 1984 
in Lhe United States, Canada, 
Sweden, West Germany, Great 
Britain, Norway. Finland, Aus- 
tria, New Zealand and Japan. 

They allege Nestle and 
American Home Products have 
flooded Third World hospitals 
with free infant formula to 
encourage artificial feeding. 

In the developing world, bot- 
tle-feeding can lead to death by 
undernourishment or disease, 
the groups contend, infants, 
lacking the immunological 
protection conferred by breast 
milk, become ill from impure 
water used in preparing the for- 
mula. , 

The groups also claim that 
babies have been fed understren- 
gth, over-diluted formula by 
parents unable to read the ins- 
tructions for preparing formula. 

Action 

The European group 
promised action against other, 
unnamed baby-food manufac- 
turers and said on Tuesday it has 
found support for the Nestle- 
American Home Products 
boycott in West Germany, Aus- 
tria. France. Norway, Sweden 


and Great Britain. 

Both companies have rejected 
the accusations and have said 
they are complying with the 
World Health Organisation and 
individual national codes. 


The WHO code permits dona- 
tions or concessionary "sales of 
formula for distribution to 
infants needing breast milk sub- 
stitutes but says the formula may 
not be used for sales promotion. 


Pace of UK pay rises slowing 


LONDON, Oct 5, (KUNA): 
Top British executives and man- 
agers have experienced a salary 
boom over. the last year, though 
there are indications the pace of 
pay rises are slowing according 
to two surveys released here 
■ today. 

Basic pay for UK executives 
rose by an average 10 per cent in 
the last year, over twice the rate 
of inflation, a survey of 7,138 
businessmen by the British firm 
P-E Inbucon revealed. 

In companies with turnovers 
of £20 to 50 million, managing 
directors received a 10 per cent 
basic salary increase to just over 
£48,000. In companies with 10 
times the turnover, managing 
directors saw salary hikes of 1 2.1 
per cent to £78,000, said the 
survey. 

However, a related survey by 
the Merchant Bank Charter- 
house showed that pay rises to 
senior executives in the six 
months to last July were down 


around one per cent from the 
previous half-year. 

According to Charterhouse, 
average salary increases to man- 
aging directors ran at 11-1 per 
cent. 

Both surveys noted that five 
senior UK executives earned 
more than £ 1 million a year, and 
P-E Inbucon pointed out that 1 8 
other managers received salaries 
over £400,000 per annum. 

Meanwhile, a separate report 
by the UK-based Director 
Magazine revealed that Britain 
came second in a league table of 
giant Euro-businesses. 

The list of Europe’s biggest 
100 firms showed Britain with 24 
platings, second only to West 
Germany with 3 1, and ahead of 
France which had 21 . 

The top firm was the Anglo- 
Dutch energy giant. Royal 
Dutch Shell, followed by BP, 
Germany's Daimler-Benz, the 
Italian energy group ENI and the 
.German car group Volkswagen. 


Few signs of cheaper petrol 
despite plunging oil prices 


LONDON. Oct 5, (Reuter): 
Crude oil prices have been sliding 
but there are few sips that petrol 
will cost less at the pump in many 
consumer nations, for the time 
being at least. 

Industry analysts polled by 
Reuters did think, however, that 
winter home heating bills might 
fall in some regions, industry 
could also anticipate lower 
energy costs if crude prices 
stayed down. 

Fergus MacLeod of London 
brokerage Barclays de Zoete 
Wedd said that tax, not the price 
of crude, accounts for a big per- 
centage of what consumers of 
refined oil products pay in many 
nations outside the United 
States. 

Prices 

“The feed down from crude oil 
prices to the consumer is par- 
ticularly muted because the lax 
component is so large, especially 
at the petrol pump,” he said. 

Even so, concern that inflation 
might be on the rise in the West 
has eased as crude oil prices have 
fallen in recent months. 

Lower crude prices generally 
boost the international economy 
by reducing inflation and 
stimulating economic growth 
but cause difficulties for coun- 
tries dependent on oil as an 
export earner, an International 
Energy Agency official in Paris 
said. 

Analysts said weak crude 
prices take time to show up in the 
“downstream” end of the busi- 
ness. 

“Crude oil loaded now in the 


Middle East will arrive here four 
weeks later, and you have to wait 
another three or four woks to sec 
'oil refined and on the market.” 
said a Japanese refinery spokes- 
man. 

“Oil companies quickly raise 
prices when oil becomes expen- 
sive but they are very slow to 
bring them down when the cost 
of oil falls,” a spokesman for 
Britain's Automobile Associa- 
tion said. 

“We will try to keep (petrol) 
prices as they arc,” said a spokes- 
man for the Shell oil group. Brit- 
ish Petroleum spokesman said 
prices were already going down 
at the pump, but gradually. 

The British government said 
today oil companies’ methods of 
calculating petrol prices are to be 
investigated by its watchdog 
Monopolies and Mergers Com- 
mission. 

Oil analysis said that when 
crude oQ moves by $1 a barrel 
then petrol in Britain moves 
broadly by about 1.5 pence (2.5 
cents) a gallon. 

Britain’s government takes 
about 68 per cent of £ 1 .75 ($2.96) 
charged for an imperial gallon of 
petrol in tax. 

Japanese industry sources said 
motorists there would not 
immediately benefit from falling 
oil prioes unless the cost of a 
barrel of oil stayed weak for two 
months or so. 

Cheaper petrol may bein pros- 
pect in the United States, where 
petrol is lightly taxed. 

McDonald Beavers, president 
of Oklahoma-based consulting 


firm Whitney Leigh Corp. said 
US retail gasoline prices should 
fall by six or seven cents a US 
gallon by December. 

“Eventually these lower 
(crude) prices will come through 
the pumps." Beavers said. 

But Beavers said US gasoline 
prices will not fall sharply 
because several dozen US refin- 
eries plan to close temporarily 
this autumn for seasonal main- 
tenance. 

“It really doesn't matter how- 
much crude is out there, there is 
only so much refining capacity 
available,” Beavers said. 

Moreover, booming US 
demand for premium gasoline 
has kept a floor under retail 
prices, analysts said. 

Products 

Oil products traders on the 
Rotterdam “spot” market said 
petrol prices had held up fairly 
well in recent weeks compared 
with other oil products. 

But heating oil prices had 
weakened and traders said those 
who heat their homes with heat- 
ing oil might see some benefit. 
Homeowners had learnt to shop 
around in this market forcing it 
to be more competitive, they 
said. 

IEA officials said the petro- 
chemical industry would make 
savings from cheaper feedstock.. 
Factories and power generating 
utilities were also likely to pay 
less, they said. 

Airlines might be charged less 
for fuel oil but air fares are unlik- 
ely to come down, at least for the 
time being, the analysis said.

Indonesia wants emergency OPEC 
talks as prices start new retreat 


LONDON, Oct 5, (Reuter): The 
crisis in the oil market brought a 
call from Indonesia today for 
emergency OPEC talks amid 
sharp new falls in US and other 
petroleum prices. 

Figures From the Paris-based 
International Energy Agency 
(IEA) confirmed that the market 
is awash with oil following out- 
put quota violations by OPEC 
sellers. 

Non-communist world supply 
in the July-September quarter of 
1 988 reached 50.6 million barrels 
daily, tiie highest since the first 
quarter of 1 980, the IEA said in a 
vmonthly-report. •

Norway, not an OPEC mem- 
ber, threatened today to scrap 
carbs on its production if, after 
November, OPEC fails to restore 
output discipline. 

“OPEC appears to ha ve major 
problems in carrying out the 
policy it adopted,” Norway’s Oil 
Minister, Arne Oeien, told 
Reuters. He said Norwegian out- 
put curbs depended on OPEC 
action to bring the market under 
control. 

“Under present conditions I 
cannot say it is under reasonable 
control.”

Tyson not manic-depressive 


NEW YORK, Oct 5, (AP): 

. Undisputed heavyweight cham- 
pion Mike Tyson is not, and has 
never been, a manic-depressive, a 
psychiatrist said after examining 
the fighter yesterday. 

Dr Abraham Halpern,. the 
chairman of the psychiatry 
department of United Hospital " 
at Port Chester, New York, said ' 
Tyson “showed no signof abnor- 
mality. He had no delusionary 
ideas." 

Tyson has been besieged by 


personal problems since knock- 
rag out Michael Spinks in ins last 
title defense in June. 

Denied 

After an auto accident last 
month atdatsldU, New York, 
Tyson was' evaluated, by psy- 
chiatrist Dr Henry McCurtis at 
the urging of the fighter's actress 
wife, Robin Givens, and mother- 
in-law, Ruth Roper. 

McCurtis reportedly diag- 
nosed Tyson as a manic-depres- 
sive and reportedly prescribed 
lithium carbonate. 

Halpern said yesterday that he 
had spoken to McCurtis, who 
denied making that diagnosis. 

“Dr McCurtis used the expres- 
sion ‘mood regulaLory 
problems.’ There's something in 
that,'* Halpern said, describing 
the fighter’s frame of mind as 
“most of the time wi thin the 
range of normal. He’s under 


more pressure than most of us.” 
Halpern examined Tyson about 
midday yesterday. . 

Halpern said the best thing for 
Tyson would be to get back into' 
the zing. 

Halpern's examination came 
at the urging of mil Cayton, 
Tyson’s estranged manager. 
Tyson and Cayton met at the 
manag er’s Manhattan office on 
Monday; andTysozi then accom- 
panied former welterweight 
champion Mark Breland to 
Breland’s Long Island training 
camp. 

Tyson and Cayton feuded over 
Cayton's percentage of the prize 
money from the Spinks fight and 
Tyson went to court in an effort 
to break their contract. 

“When he got here he came 
bounding up the stairs and gave 
me a really big hug,” Cayton 
said. “It was like old times. Mike 
is going to be OK." 

Tyson is hoping to start train- 
ing in 'preparation for a 
scheduled December fight 
against ' Frank Bruno in Lon- 
don’s Wembley stadium. The 
bout has already been postponed 
twice. 

“Mike- said he's looking for- 
ward to getting back into train- 
ing,’’ Cayton said. “He wants to 
get on with the Bruno fight.” 

Tyson, 22, seemed to have 
everything going for him after his

but had had little to cheer about 
since. 

The latest incident was a 
heated argument Sunday morn- 
ing with Givens in the couple's 
mansion at BemardsviUe, New 
Jersey. 

Tyson reportedly hurled a 
sugar bow] and chairs through 
windows during a fit of anger 
apparently sparked by 
interviews given to Barbara Wal- 


ters by Givens and Roper on US 
television network ABC’s “20- 
20" programme. 

Police said they handled the 
incident involving Tyson and 
Givens as they would any other 
case involving domestic violence 
and, as far as they are concerned, 
the matter is closed. 

“This is a domestic violence 
incident not unlike many others, 
except for the fact that it involves 
a public figure,” BemardsviUe 
police chief Thomas J. Sciaretta 
said during a news conference 
Monday. 

Hurt 

Sciaretta, revealing few 
details, said no one was injured 
or arrested and that Givens did 
not wait to sign a domestic 
violence complaint. 

“As far as we’re concerned, it’s 
over,” be said. “Once the victim 
decides not to sign a complaint, 
then that relieves us of the res- 
ponsibility.” 

Tyson “has done nothing 
wrong.

Johnson maintains innocence 


TORONTO, Oct 5. (Reuter):

“1 would never embarrass my 
family, my friends and my coun-

ference since he returned home to 
Canada from Seoul in disgrace. 

Stripped 

“I have never, ever, knowingly 
taken illegal drugs,” said the 26- 
year-old sprinter who -was strip- 
ped of his medal in the 1 00 metres 
at the Seoul Games last week 


after testing positive for using 
banned steroids. 

“My mother taught me that 
there is only one way to win and I 
plan to come back still a cham- 
pion and a winner at the next 
Olympics.” 

The Jamaican-born runner, 
flanked by his smiling family, did 
not explain the presence of the 
banned substances in his urine 
after the race. His record time 
was removed from the books by 
the International Olympic Com- 
mittee. 

Johnson's attorney, Edward 
Futerrnan, who advised Johnson 
not to answer questions from the 
reporters, said he hopes to appeal 
an International Amateur Ath- 


letics Federation’s derision that 
bans him from competition forat 
least two years. 

“He’s not pointing any fin- 
gers,” Futerrnan said. “He feels 
confused.
